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IlINA was very close to throw- 
ing in her lot with Japan in 
the war against Russia after 
Japan's lirst success." 
Dr. W. A. P. Martin, D.U., IiL.D., 
formerly president oil Imperial Xungwen 
College at Pekilii where lie was one of 
those besieged by Boxers live years ago, 
so told a Colonist reporter on his arrival 
yesterday by ihe steamer Kauagawu 
Maru from Qiinkow on the Ynngtzso, 
where he went to found a college for 
China's most progressive viceroy, Chang 
Chi Tung. Dr. Martin has spent over 
If a century in China and is a closo 
friend of ('hang Chi Tung, as well as 
many other Chinese officials; he knows 
more of China am! the ways of the land 
than, perhaps, any living European or 
American. 

In an interview on board the Kami- 
gawa Maru ho said Chang Chi Tung 
was now engaged with other officials in 
military schemes which lie lias been aug- 
menting for the past year. lie is en- 
gaged in remodelling the Chinese army, 
.which will be established after foreign 
models. A large number of Japanese 
drill-instructors have been engaged, arms 
•are being secured, arsenals founded, 
new-fashioned guns of more modern 
styles to those previously used by 
China's artillery are being purchased 
.abroad and hundreds of cannon are be- 
ing east in the arsenal established by 
Chang Chi Tung — at lirst for the pur- 
pose of moulding steel rails— at Han- 
yang on the Yamdzse. near Hankow. A. 
board for the formation of a navy model- 
Jed on the Japanese navy's system has 
been formed, with Prince Chin? and 
Yuan Shi Kai, the viceroy of Peehili, 
who is such a strong lieutenant of Chans 
'.Chi Tung in his reform movements, and 
other prominent Chinese officials, all of 
Whom belong to the board which is or- 
ganizing the new Chinese army, co-oper- 
ating in working out the details. Prince 
Pu I,un. who represented China at the 
St. Louis exposition, is said to have 
been the originator of the scheme to 
make a now navy for China, but it is nil 
a part of Chang Chi Tung's grand 
scheme to make China a power in the 
JCast. 

There are few people, said Dr. Mar- 
tin, who know how near China was to 
throwing in 

Her Lot: With Japan 
soon after the commencement of the war 
with Kussia. Chang Chi Tung worked 
strenuously to this end, lie had been 
called to Pekln shortly before the be- 
ginning of the war when the Chinese 
government was worried about the Mau- 
ehurian question, and although he re- 
mained in the background and did not 
come into direct contact with the for- 
eign ministers hi.- work at that time was 
strongly felt, if Chang Chi Tung could 
have had bis way China would have at 
once mobilised what soldiers could be 
raised; in fact, this was done, Genera] 
Alii, as will lie remembered, having been 
sent to the vicinity of the Great Wall 
just without the Willow Palisade bor- 
dering Manchuria, ready for any even- 
tuality. Chang Chi Tung was over- 
ruled. Foreign influence was brought to 
,bear upon China, with Croat Britain and 
America leading the movement, to force 
China to maintain a neutrality. Of 
course, with China's interests ail at 
stake in the war it was ridiculous neu- 
trality, but it is good that China was 
held back at that time. China has pros- 
pored as ; i result of the position thus 
forced upon the country, and although 
the position was certainly not a heroic 
one, it allowed China to prosper in trade 
ami other ways. 

; (.'hang Chi Tung since then has been 
constantly engaged with military 
schemes. His Japanese drill instructor 



China at the time of the coup d'etnt, 
.which resulted in the Emperor being de- 
throned. 

The naval scheme, as reported from 
Pekiil. is for a thorough remodelling of 
China's fighting fleets. The board en- 
gaged in working out the details has al- 
ready arranged for funds for the estab- 
lishment of the navy, and decided to 
form a special ministry of marine. The 
organization and technical language to 
be employed by the ministry of marine 
will be borrowed from Japan, and it is 
intended to secure the services of a Jap- 
anese naval ollicer of high rank to act 
as adviser. Tientsin has been chosen 
as the headquarters of the Chinese navy, 
and there the naval deportment ouild- 
ings will be established. Subordinate sta- 
tions will be created at Shanghai, Che- 
foo, Nanking, on the Clmsan archipela- 
go, and at Tupengi or Mirs bay, the 
point near Hongkong, whence Dewey's 
ships sailed for Manila to tight the Span- 
ish vessels. The stations which exist at 
/present at Tientsin and Nanking will be 
taken over and fortified. At each of the 
six stations naval schools will be estab- 
lished under Japanese and foreign in- 
structors. The eventual tactical and 
strategical organization of the new Chi- 
nese navy will be in n number of divis- 
ions, composing two or more squadrons, 
to be determined upon later, which will 
lie known as the active fleet, in addition 
to which there will be a strong reserve 
squadron. The plans, as far as have 
been matured, have been adapted from 
the Japanese, whose naval department 
gave important assistance in the matter, 
and the viceroys of the different coast 
and river provinces are all actively tie 
sist in carrying out the grand scheme. 

It is education. Dr. Martin said, that 
will make a nation of China. In Chang 
Oil i Tung's widely circulated book of 
essays which were first published a few 
years auo in English under the title of 
."Learn," the viceroy says "Education is 

China's Only Hope." 
With education China will take its place 
in the Last, and th> meat markets 
which will follow upon tin; education of 
the millions in China will offer a great 
scope for Western trade. It is in trade 
matters that die growing iulluence of 
Japan will be most felt. There is the 
only Yellow Peril. -The Japanese are 
competing strongly with tin- nations of 
the West for the t-e.de ,,f China. Japan 
is a progressive nation, and, with its 
growing influence in Chjnn will secure 
a great deal of the trade, but there will 
be large markets left for other nationals. 
No one nation will lie able to supply the 
demands when education makes custo- 
mers of the millions, when they have 
learned to use Hour as thousands are 
dtilr, and to use cotton goods and other 
wares of the West.

Royal Yacht Squadron Annual Meet- 
ing in Solent. 

Cowes, Aug, S. — The regatta of tin' 
(Royal Yacht Squadron opened today. 
The chief event wis the race for King 
Edward's cup. Almost as great interest, 
however, centered in the race for 52- 
footers over ta« short Queen's course, 
which resulted in a victory for the Iler- 
reschoff built boat Sonya. The winner 
was followed iii by the Moyunn, the 
Brltoniart, the Mnymon ami the Gaunt- 
let in the order named. 

Half a dozen' boats started in the 
race for King Edward's cup, including 
Emperor William's American yacht 
Meteor, which was the scratch boat. 
The yawl Satanic soon took the lead, 
the Meteor following. '1'he race was 
ultimately won by the Earl of Dun- 
raven's Curlnd, which bad a handi- 
cap of 50 minutes, although the Satan - 
Itn, the Meteor, the yawl Byrnhlld and 
the schooner Centonla finished ahead 
in the order named. 

A Brilliant Spectacle. 
The Cowes roads presented a bril- 
liant picture from the bright sun- 
shine. The warships are prettily 
decorated, nnd the yachts, Including 
the American boats Atlantic, Hilde- 
garde and Utownna, are ablaze with 
hunting. Hundreds of slorun launches 
and other boats crowd the water, 
pasctng to and from the lines of 
French nnd British fleets. King Ed- 
ward on board his old yacht, the 
Britannia, cruised about, watching the 
racing. In which much Interest wns 
also shown by the French visitors.

second of the Romanoffs, summoned 
the last zemsky sobor In the seven- 
teenth century — will be proclaimed on 
Saturday next. 

The final session of the special com- 
mission which has been considering 
the project as detailed by Minister of 
the Interior Bouligan and elaborated 
by the council of ministers was held 
at Peterhof today. Its verdict upon 
the project as a whole was favorable, 
and at the conclusion of the session 
Emperor Nicholas set the seal of his 
approval thereto. 

The sitting today c'cuUinued frefn 
2:30 until S p. m., wh'eti the commis- 
sion finished the labors upon which 
It had been engaged almost con- 
stantly for the past week. Several 
of the members in whom the Emperor 
reposes special confidence were re- 
quested to return tomorrow to Peter- 
hof to assist him in the preparation 
of a solemn manifesto through which 
the sermons to the representatives of 
the people will be Issued. 

The report that Emperor Nicholas 
will go to Moscow, the ancient capital 
of the empire, to proclaim 

This Epoch-Making Change 
in the Institutions of Russia has been 
revived, and It finds credence. It is 
known that special precautions have 
been instituted for gruarding the rail- 
road between St Petersburg and 
.Moscow over which the Emperor 
would travel, and despatches hist week 
announced the arrival in Moscow of 
two additional regiments of Cossacks. 
The proclamations undoubtedly will 
be made from Peterhof.

ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 8.— Tha 
middle section of the big de- 
partment store of the John G. 
Myers Company collapsed early 
this morning, carrying down with It 
over one hundred persons. Caught in 
a chaos of brick, plaster and wooden 
beams, between twenty and thirty 
men, women and children met death 
In a multitude of horrible forms. 
Twelve hours' frantic work on the 
part of an army of rescuers disen- 
tangled fifty people, six of them dead 
and many of the rest badly Injured. 
Three bodies are in sight, but many 
hours will be required to get them 
out. Anything like a complete list 
of the killed and injured will be un- 
obtainable until the workers have 
made their way to the very bottom of 
the mass of wreckage. 

With few exceptions those caught in 
the ruins are employees, and a large 
majority of them are girls. The 
catastrophe occurred shortly after the 
opening hour, when barely a score of 
shoppers were within the store. 

A clock found in the debris- had 
stopped at twelve minutes before 9, 
showing that it was at that time the 
crash came. 

The best account of. the event that 
probably caused the ruin is given by 
the head of the crockery, glass and 
drug department, which occupied the 
basement, "The workmen were saw- 
ing at a wooden floor beam," said he, 
"which runs underneath one of the 
central pillars in the middle of the 
store. Excavation for the cellar was 
going on about, the base or the pillar, 
and I believe the jarring on the beam 
beneath it displaced the pillar. Two 
of the counters near the place where 
the men were working begim lo sag, 
and several pieces of glassware slid 
off 

Onto the Floor With a Crash 

'I yelled to my clerks to run to the 
front of the store. The words were 
not out of my mouth when there came 
a creaking, and everything around us 
began to fall. The wreck came Slowly, 
however, and I think everyone in my 
department escaped, as well as the 
workmen." 

The pillar which gave way sup- 
rted the ends of two giant girders, 
and when it fell the main support of 
the central part of the building was 
Kone. With a noise that could be 
heard blocks away, and which shook 
the adjoining buildings like an earth- 
quake, nearly half the great structure 
from cellar to roof, and extending 
from one side wall to the other, came 
grinding down. 

Into this cavernous hopper slid 
scores of employees who were working 
on the four doors above and lacked 
the warning which enabled those in 
the basement to escape. Many, how- 
ever, were apprised by falling plaster, 
and saved themselves by rushing to 
the front of the store or to the fire 
escape In the rear.

In 
a short time the city's entire hospital 
and ambulance force was on the scene, 
aided by half a hundred doctors from 
all parts of the city. The volunteer 
rescuers nnd the llremen kept up the 
work until exhausted, when their 
places were taken by a wreckage force 
numbering 300 from the New York 
Central and Delaware & Hudson rail- 
roads. These delved in the ruins all 
night, but the work of rescue pro- 
gressed slowly. When night came it 
was estimated that nearly fifty per- 
sons still remained in the ruins, and 
not more than half of these could 
survive the weight pressing upon 
them.

City of Nelson Loses Suit Brought by 
Power Company. 

Nelson, Aug. s. — The judgment of 
Mr. Justice Irving In the case of the 
West Kootenay Power & Light Com- 
pany vs. City of Nelson, tried here 
two weeks ago, has been received by 
the local registrar and handed out. 
The learned judge finds that the onus 
of proving their throwing rock from

Japan's Irreducible Minimum

(duelble minimum Japan will not present 
this in such a form. There will be de- 
mands in the Japanese programme 
which her plenipotentiaries, are empow- 
ered to modify. la short, Baron No- 
mura and Minister Takahira will pre- 
sent Japan's programme in as diplomatic 
a form as possible. The terms will bo 
■called "basis for negotiations" rather 
than demands. 

The Russians do not hesitate to reit- 
erate that they will have no trouble in 
■Teaching an agreement, provided Japan's

The exhibition management will 
award diplomas for collective exhibits 
from the following classes of schools 
in British Columbia: (1) New grade 
rural schools; (2) graded rural 
schools; (3) city schools; t-i) man- 
ual training and domestic science de- 
partments of the public schools; (5) 
schools other than the public schools; 
(fi) kindergartens. 

The awards will be of three kinds — 
ordinary diplomas, diplomas with 
honors and diplomas with highest 
honors. 

Exhibits from the public schools 
must be representative of the three 
grades of the course of study, viz.,' 
junior, intermediate and senior, and as 
much as possible of all the subjects

With between fifty and sixty miners 
steadily employed, the output of the 
Britannia mines at Howe Sound is two 
hundred tons of ore per day, says the 
Vancouver Province. 

As development proceeds, and it be- 
comes possible to add more men to the 
working force, the output will be in- 
creased till it has reached at least live 
hundred tons daily. 

At present mining is being carried on 
at two points, viz., the old Jane work- 
lugs and at a .tunnel being driven 
across the lead on the Fuirview claim. 
On the Jane stoping is proceeding, drifi- 
ing is being earned out, and every prep- 
aration made for the blocking out of 
.thousands of tons of ore. 

It is expected that shortly after tlie 
arrival at the mine of Mr. George EE, 
.Robinson, managing director, who is ex- 
pected from the East about the middle 
*>f the month, an immense glory hole will 
be started, so that there will be not the 
'slightest difficulty ill knocking out the 
hundreds of tons of ore every twenty- 
four hours, which will be required to 
i'.hh] the great concentrating plant when 
it is started up 

The big mill, which is situated on the 
beach nt Howe Sound, over three miles 
.from the mine, has not yet been har- 
nessed to the concentration of tlie ores. 
Tlie starting of the plant may be post- 
poned till the arrival of Mr. Robinson 
on tho scene. 

As yet but a few tons of ore have 
been put through the mill and over 
the vnnners nnd tables, and these only 
for the purpose of testing the angles 
and speed of the tables In relation to the 
character of tlie ore which is to puss 
over them. However, nil tlie tests have 
been made, nnd tlie mill is now ready 
to start up nt a moment's notice. 

Bight-hour shifts are being worked 
at. the mines, and as there is no shaft- 
sinking tln> workings are dry, nnd tlie 
miners are making excellent, progress. 
The ore which is now being taken out 
is being stored in tlie Immense bins at. 
the mine and at the bench. These bins 
will serve as a balancing store of ore. 
so flint no matter what should happen 
to render the tramline from the mines 
inoperative for even a great, length of 
time, the concentrating mill will be 
able to draw a full supply of. material 
from the bins.

In pursuance of 
the plan thus determined on the work 
of reconstruction of the Hotel Vancou- 
ver will begin in 1!K>7, when the big hos- 
telry at the Capital has bean complet- 
ed, and is in operation."

May Build Hatcheries. — In an inter- 
view at Seattle J. L. Demlng of Chi- 
cago, said: : "A strong effort will be 
made by the cannerymen of this state, 
assisted by Fish Commissioner Ker- 
shaw, to secure an appropriation from 
the government of about $200,000 to 
build fish hatcheries on the Fra3er 
river. The men who are interested in 
the industry are planning to work in 
conjunction and everything possible 
will be done to help the industry. We 
do .tot fear the sockeye spawn of this 
season, as large numbers of the fish 
are passing the traps and seines, but 
in the next three years, unless some 
action is taken, there will be scarcely 
any salmon make their way up the 
river." 



A Violent Storm. — The thunder and 
lightning storm of last week was par- 
ticularly severe at points along the 
Northern coast. The lightning fork- 
ed the sky from three points of the 
compass, and the waves were brilliant 
with phosphorescent glow. At Lund 
the roaring of the thunder and crack- 
ling of the lightning was appalling. 
The Malasplno Hotel was crowded with 
guests, many of the ladles being fright- 
ened from the bedrooms into the cor- 
ridors until the worst was over. There 
were three distinct crashes close to the 
hotel. Fortunately the lightning did 
little damage except to trees. Three 
trtes were struck and a pig was blind- 
ed and stunned so that it will have to 
be destroyed.

"Whale vs. Swordllsh. — Passengers 
on the steamer Capllano which ar- 
rived at Vancouver from up-eoust 
points on Saturday, saw a magnificent 
light hi Fltzhugh sound, between a 
thresher whale and BWordfish. That 
Is, they saw the whale's side of the 
light from which, however, the sword- 
fish's share could easily be guessed. 
The whale, a magnificent specimen 
over 70 feet long, first announced It- 
self by springing clear out of the water 
as If It were a great salmon. The ap- 
pearance of the leviathan, as It flung 
Its huge mass Into the air, was most 
startling, and more than one passenger 
Shuddered as the Idea crossed bis mind 
that there was no particular reason 
why the feat sliould not have been 
sufficiently near the steamer to fail 
back across It. 



Yukon River High.— The water In 
the Upper Yukon river is now higher 
than It has been at this time of the 
year for several seasons, and as a con- 
sequence navigation Is greatly facilit- 
ated. According to advices which have 
been received at the olllces of the 
White Pass & Yukon railway the 
height of water is now between 02 and 
<i3 Inches above the level at which nav- 
igation Is possible. As a general thing 
the water is receding at this lime of 
the year, and Is well below the 00-inch 
mark. Conditions on the Upper Yukon 
with respect to water have been pe- 
culiar this year. There was not, com- 
paratively speaking, a great deal of 
snow on the upper river watershed last 
winter, and Hteamboatmen looked fol- 
low water throughout the season. It 
is now believed the warm summer 
has melted the glaciers to the extent 
that the water in the river is higher 
now than usual.

Steamer Kanagawa Maru, of the N. 
Y. K. line, Capt. J*. V\ r . Wale, reached 
port yesterday morning from Yoko- 
hama after an uneventful voyage: 
She brought 10 saloon passengers, 
among them being Dr. W. A. P. Mar- 
tin, an authority on matters relating 
to China," an Interview with whom is 
published in another column; V. 
Sugimura, who will join the Japanese 
consulate at Ottawa; Mr. and Mrs.

T. Oyama and T. Goto, Japanese hound 
to London; H. B. Angv/ln, M. Gorten, 
Mr. and Mrs. and Miss Bund, G. M. 
Will OX, W. H. Hunt and six other 
Japanese. There were 14 Intermedi- 
ate passengers, 74 Japanese and 1 
Korean. The cargo included H,7f>0 
tons of general merchandise, amongst 
which was 9,100 cases of this season's 
tea, 39n cases of silk goods and raw 
silk. About 100 tons of Chinese and 
Japanese merchandise was landed at 
Victoria. 

News was received from Hongkong 
by the Kanagawa Maru that a some- 
what sensational story concerned with 
the running of guns and ammunition 
which it is stated were intended for 
rebels in the Philippines lias been un- 
earthed by a detective department in 
Hongkong. According to the Hong- 
kong Telegraph of July 12, the scheme 
was projected by a syndicate who 
have previously been suspected of gun 
running to various countries in the 
Far East, and it wns financed by men 
who have ample funds at their com- 
mand. 

During the previous week a for- 
eigner who is not altogether unknown 
in Shanghai, and whose exploits as 
an evader of established law and 
authority brand him as a true type of 
the fllibusterer, arrived in Hongkong. 
He was not much to look at in ap- 
pearance, but he had the funds at his 
back and a great proposal In his 
pocket. He was unknown to the 
venturesome spirits of Hongkong, and 
be had to feel his way with care. 
Eventually he met some outside 
brokers, to whom he disclosed his in- 
tention of running a big cargo of 
arms and ammunition into the Philip- 
pines. The order had come, lie hint- 
ed, through the revolutionary bands In 
Samar and the other unsettled por- 
tions of the Philippines. It was the 
first that hud been received, and If it 
was carried out successfully, the rides 
and ammunition landed secretly and 
handed over to the guerilla bands 
which continue to harass the Ameri- 
cans, further orders would be given. 
Money was no object to the revolu- 
tionaries. Each rifle was worth Its 
weight in gold to them, and ammuni- 
tion would be paid for at something 
like a thousand per cent, above mar- 
ket price. 

The difficulty which confronted the 
filibusterers was to procure the arms 
without knowledge of the government, 
for in Hongkong the authorities refuse 
to allow arms to be exported without 
permits. Eventually he secured 10.000 
rifles and 1,000.000 rounds of ammuni- 
tion, which were secreted at Hong- 
kong when tho steamer sailed. The 
enterprising foreigner wanted a great 
deal more than 10,000 rllles, but for a 
first attempt that number would do. 
The scheme seemed to be going on 
famously, and there was little to do 
beyond getting the arms and ammu- 
nition aboard a vessel which the 
leader of the expedition was said to 
have In readiness, when a cloud arose. 
There was some dissension among the 
filibusterers. and one of them Informed 
the police and the scheme was nipped 
in the bud. 

One of the members or viie enter- 
prise said to a Hongkong Telegraph 
representative, in a most aggrieved 
tone: "What have the police to do 
with it. whatever? Didn't the Boers 
run their cannon into South Africa in 
piano cases? Nobody spilt on them, 
and if they had done so. what would 
have happened? Nothing. We can 
wait a little; there is plenty of time." 
Another gave a new version of the 
real destination of the arms and am- 
munition. "We are going to ship the 
goods to the borders of China, the 
French borders, and the British gov- 
ernment cannot prevent us. There 
Is no treaty between Britain and 
FranCe as to shipping arms, and so 
the Hongkong government cannot 
touch us." But it is just possible that 
the explanation Is merely a blind

China Mutual Liner Not Likely to 
Arrive Until September. 

Owing U: I lie remarkable congestion of 
shipping affairs on the Japanese coast for 
the past six or seven weeks tho China 
Mutual Unci' Keemun, which on regular 
schedule .should now he In port from Liv- 
erpool, is not likely to arrive till the hit-

Kanagawa Maru Brings Details of the 
Injuries Sustained by the Ship. 

Advices were received from Kobe by 
the steamer Kanagawa Maru of the in- 
juries received by tin- American ship A. 
(i. Hopes, since stated to be a construc- 
tive total loss. The A. (!. Hopes was 
found dismasted In tin? Kit channel by the 
steamer Spezlo, which towed her to Kobe. 
Tin- ship was en route from Hongkong to 
Baltimore with a cargo of matting, ami 
on July 17 ran Into a typhoon off the 
Luehus Islands. 'flits typhoon did wide- 
spread damage hi Japanese waters, sink- 
ing over a hundred craft. Including a fleet, 
of pearl fishing vessels, a disaster Involv- 
ing the loss of over 400 lives. In a leu 
minutes all the masts ami spars, wilh (he 
exception of the foremast and bowsprit, 
were carried away. The falling spars did 
great damage to the ship. As the tre- 
mendous weight fell, it crashed through 
the decks, smashing the root's of Hie deck 
[houses, ami driving big holes in the decks 
I themselves, .Most extraordinary of all, not 
| a man was Injured In the wreck that was 
caused by the storm. With the lurching 
of the ship some of the huge'fipars fell 
overboard, and those on deck could feel 
the shock as the heavy cross-trees were 
knocked against the ship's bottom. 

When tin? typhoon passed, things were 
'put shipshape as much as possible and the 
A. 0, Hopes made 400 miles on her fore- 
mast, which is of steel, and withstood the 
Storm. This carried four sails. The two 
other masts were blown overboard, rigging, 
spars and all, a clean sweep being made of 
everything, 

Under her foremast, the A. (Q. itopes 
made the Kii channel, with the object of 
putting In at Kobe, At the entrance to 
the channel the captain came up by the 
wind that had brought the ship eastwards, 
but when about five miles up. with the 
darkness falling, the wind dropped com- 
pletely, and they began to drift back to 
sen. In this dangerous position the ship 
sighted the steamer Spezla. and was taken 
In tow just outside the channel, and was 
brought to. 

Captain Rivers says he has a full cargo 
of mailing and other light merchandise for 
Baltimore. With this cargo the vessel was 
six or .seven feet higher out ot the water 
than she would have been If carrying a 
heavier cargo, such as sugar, and the cap- 
tain believes that the light cargo saved Ills 
ship from sinking, as had she beep lying 
lower In the water the high seas would 
have got Into the hold where the deck was 
smashed In by the falling spars. Captain 
Rivera considers It particularly fortunate 
that no one was Injured. On hoard were 
his wife and their few months 'old child— 
flu? lady having had live years of sea life 
—and besides a crew of 07 a j] tolil there 
was also one passenger, making a total 
of tlttr+y, who have had 11 narrow escape 
from shipwreck.

by American immigration officials. The 
movement is as strong, if not stronger, 
in tlio north than in tin' south, although 
there is BCarcely one in a hundred, if 
not a smaller perron t age, of the coolies 
and Other Chinese in America who 
comes from the north. Nearly all are 
from the south. Cluing Chi Tung, said 
Dr. Martin, felt much aggrieved because: 
of tin- friction that had arisen -between 
the Chinese people — it is not a govern- 
Ill movement— -and the T'mlcil Slates, 
ami he asked Dr. Martin to use what 111- 
lluence he could to bring to bear upon 
his return to New York to allay the 
OUble that bus arisen.

Boycott Will Fail 
. ,-entuallv, however, because of the in- 
herenl greed of the Chinese merchant. 
The Chinese will not long work together 
in this matter, however well they do at 
present. It is not the nature flf the Chi- 
nese merchant to allow a chance to slip 
to earn what lie can by SUrrcpl it iously 
evading Hie terms of the boycott, and an 
outlet will lie made in Ibis way, which 
will jeopardize and finally result in I lie 
abandonment of the boycott. At i>r«'s- 
em, though, the movement is, a wide- 
spread one. 

Dr. Martin could not affirm nor deny 
that Wu Ting Fang, the former Chl- 
neses minister to the United States, 
was at the head of the boycott move- 
ment. He did not know, he said, 
but he would not be surprised if such 
was the case. Wu Ting Fang had 
groat knowledge of his own people, 
and no Chinese Is better versed in the 
ways of the West. As to whether 
Japanese Influences were aiding the 
boycott, he could not say. It was 
possible. Japanese Influence Is very 
strong in China today. 

China was keenly interested In the 
outcome of the pence negotiations 
now proceeding at Washington, al- 
though China had not a voice at 
the conference. However, a pledge 
was given to China by Japan that the 
main portion of Manchuria, other than 
a portion of the Liaotung peninsula, 
shall revert to China at the close of 
the war. China has every faith that 
Japan will make good this province, 
and n particularly good feeling pre- 
vails toward Japan In China because 
of the respect shown by the Japanese 
to the Mukden tombs and other places 
held sacred by the Chinese govern- 
ment in the war area. Liaoyang and 
Mukden, as is known, are the cradles 
of the Manchu race, which rules 
China. Nurhnchu, the conqueror of 
China, was bom near Liaoyang, and 
his remalrisi with those of the rulers 
of the dynasty be founded, all repose 
In the sacred tombs of the Mings at 
Mukden. The manner in which the 
Japanese hav° respected these tombs 
has 'won the warm feelings of the 
Chinese for Japan. 

If the Japanese carry out their 
pledge and return Manchuria to China,

It te unlikely that China would ever 
allow encroachment without recourse 
to war; It is doubtful If any power 
will ever again be allowed to take 
Chinese territory as has been done in 
the past. In the Yangtz.se- region 
British influence in paramount, and 
the United States is known- to. be in 
cordial sympathy with the British at- 
titude for the maintenance of China's 
integrity. It is only In Shantung, 
where German Influence is growing so 
quickly, that. 

A Covert Danger 
exists.. The Germans are tunning a 
network of railways througlL the prov- 
inceSand developing its rich resources. 
German influence is very strong, the 
nationals- of William the- Sadden al- 
ways referring to- the district as Ger- 
man China; but if Germany was- to- 
assert claim to the province,, trouble 
would doubtless arise. The Germans 
In China seem to be antagonistic to 
the British, but, said Dr. Martin, it 
Is to be hoped that Great Britain will 
maintain the sphere on the Yangtzse- 
arid maintain the open-door policy 
which now prevails there. 

It is not likely, Dr. 'Martin said, as 
many seem to think, that there will be 
trouble In China when the Empress 
Dowager, now an old woman, passes 
away. The Emperor has shown greut 
wit by his assumption of stupidity 
and In not having meddled with mat- 
ters pertaining to the rule of the 
kingdom under existing circumstances. 
It would have been fatal had he done 
so. • However, Dr. Martin said, he had 
been informed on the best of author- 
ity that the young Emperor — China's 
rulers are always referred to- at Pekln 
by the masses as "the old woman and 
the young fellow" — really possesses 
great astuteness and intellect. It Is 
by no means Improbable tliat the re- 
form movements, now being slowly 
Instituted, will be carried on with a 
renewed zest when Huang- So suc- 
ceeds Tsl Ann on the throne of China. 

Many reforms have been made of 
late In China, amongst the most 
noticeable being the edict which states 
that all barbarous methods of punish- 
ment and barbarous tortures of pris- 
oners will hereafter be done awaj- 
with. Wu Ting Fang, former minis- 
ter to the United States, gets much 
credit for tills edict. It does away 
with the awful punishment by "11- 
chl," in which the unfortunate crim- 
inal is bound to a stake and virtually 
backed to pieces by the executioner. 
Since the edict was. promulgated the' 
minister of justice — or, as Dr. Martin 
aid, It might be better to term him 
the minister of injustice — had peti- 
tioned the Chinese government to re- 
establish the old punishments, as it 
was "difficult for him to get evidence 
now." 

Dr. Martin is homeward bound to 
Audubon, Xew York. He first went 

To China in 1850 
«s a missionary, and since he lias been 
an employee of the Chinese govern- 
ment. As president of the Imperial 
Tungweu College at Pekin he was 
closely connected with the Tsung Li 
Yamen. the Chinese board of foreign 
affairs, and waff given exceptional op- 
portunities for observing the course 
of diplomacy In the Chinese capital 
for nearly thirty years. He became 
president of the Tungwen college In 
1869, and remained in charge until the 
Boxer outbreak, when one of the. pro- 
fessors, Dr. James, was murdered Dr. 
Martin was one of those besieged in 
Pekin. Shortly after the siege, a 
month afterward, he vacated his post 
at Pekln and returned to bis home In 
Xew York. A few months later lie 
was notified to return lo Pekln to re- 
establish the university, as the Chinese 
court, (led to the west, was about lo 
return to Pekin. lie returned to 
Pekin and waited until the following 
spring for the return of the court. 

A new director, Hsu King Cheng, 
had In the meantime been appointed 
to the Tungweu university at Pekin, 
to take the place of him who had been 
done to death In a cruel manner for 
being too friendly to the foreigner's — 
four in all of the professors and di- 
rectors of the university were killed — 
and this director took no steps to re- 
establish the college. Things dwindled 
along, aild he simply held his name 
and place. He, moreover, had no 
funds for the payment of the foreign 
professors. 

Dr. Martin then applied to the 
Tsung El Yamen and discussed the 
matter of the University with Prince 
Ching, who admitted the* rights or 
the foreign professors. A letter was 
given him by the Tsung El Yamen to 
the new director, who wns ordered to 
finance the university, but he did 
nothing further than to pay back 
salaries of the foreign professors, and 
they were then told their pay would 
not be continued — the 

Equivalent of Dismissal 
of the foreign faculty. Since then n 

few Japanese drill-instructors have 
been leaching the pupils Western 
drill and military tactics, and a few 
Japanese have taught the spoken lan- 
guage of Japan. Thai. Is all that 
has been done by the college. The 
appointment of the Japanese is not 
due to any sinister Influence, hut be- 
cause of the chaotic condition In which 
the university Is. 

Dr. Martin again returned to New 
York, taking passage on one of the 
Empress liners, and on his arrival at 
Victoria, a cablegram from Chang Chi 
Tung awaited him, asking hint to re- 
turn to China and found a university 
at. Hankow. He replied Jhy cable, 
naming his terms, and was "given an 
additional allowance as n lecturer upon

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foreign and International law, many 
mandarins coming to his lectures. It 
was decided to establish the univer- 
sity at Wunchang, on the opposite 
bank of the Yangtzse to Hankow, a 
walled city of Imposing appearance 
which has all the attributes of a na- 
tional capital. 

Phis university, however, was never 
organized, as a result of circum- 
stances. Soon after Dr. Martin's ar- 
rival at Wuchang, Chang Chi Tung 
wts appointed by the Imperial gov- 
ernment as viceroy »l Nanking. This 
was a more prominent post, and when 
Chang Chi Tung replaced Liu there 
he felt the appointment to be a per- 
manent one. He was soon notified 
that he was to act. as locum tenens 
until another appointee was sent to 
Nanking. He then intended to re- 
turn to establish the university — Dr. 
Martin having In the meant line begun 
Ills lectures on international law — but 
as a result of Russian action in Man- 
churia he was called to Pekln, where 
ho was when the war commenced, and 
he did much to cause China to in- 
volve herself In the war. Since he 
has been engaged solely in military 
schemes, furthering the arming of 
China and reorganization of China's 
army and navy. As a result of the 
failure to found the university at the 
Yangl/.se city, Dr, Martin Is returning 
to his home in New York.
